The health care authority, in conjunction with the aging 
and long-term support administration (ALTSA), intends to 
submit medicaid SPA 17-0036 in order to increase the per- 
sonal needs allowance for certain recipients of medicaid 
long-term services and supports as required under SB 5118.
